The following is an Essay read by 
Miss Roselia H. Strickland, of Hastings, 

N. Y., before the Debating Society of 
Hastings, on the evening of Jan. 31, 
1874. Comments upon the same are 
unnecessary.

I hare heard the story of an artist 
which often recurs to me. Brought up 
in obscurest poverty among poor miners, 
he followed their occupation from earliest 
childhood, with no advantages of educa¬ 
tion and few opportunities for self- 
culture. But while he toiled in the 
dark recesses of the mines, the fire of 
genius, heaven-kindled in his soul,guided 
him to noble endeavor, and would not 
let him rest content with his humble lot. 

In hours stolen from hard-earned rest, 
he wrought out of the rougli pieces of 
mineral, the refuse of the factories, a 
statue of beautiful proportions and ex¬ 
pression, which he named Starvation. 

It attracted much attention, and 
strangers came from far to behold and 
admire the wonderful creation of a 
master intellect. Some questioned the 
artist of its meaning, and marveled at 
the name he had given it. They said, 
the face is proud and lovely; the limbs 
full and round; the position regal. 
Famine should be gaunt, and hollow- 
eyed, and suppliant in attitude. 

To such queries and suggestions, with 
burning eyes and voice that thrilled with 
unspeakable emotion, he but answered 
in his homely, untaught plirase, “She be 
hungry /” Others, of quick sympathy 
and finer perception, recognized in the 
sculptured face and in the supple figure, 
a weird entreaty and aspiration; the 
soul of the artist speaking through his 
work all the wild desire, the repressed 
ambition, the unutterable longing of his 
own narrow, thwarted life. 

I cannot forget this story. J. often 
i think of this stalwart miner,'broad-of 
.shoulder and muscular of arm, delving 
in the dark and lonely mines; a giant 
bound in the chains of poverty and ig¬ 
norance ; but with a soul, swift-winged, 
that flies beyond his dreary prison, and 
seeks the world of light and knowledge. 

Since I have learned to look a little 
beneath the surface, and to know that a 
calm exterior is not always the index of 
a soul at peace, I often see faces that 
recall the idea of spiritual need, ex¬ 
pressed in his statue of Starvation. 
Women, with questioning eyes, and 
slow smiles, and lithe, nervous hands 
that seem ever groping after some unat- 
' tained and perhaps unattainable gift. 
Uv en. with eager voices, and keen glances 
from, beneath stern brows, and a subtle, 
subdueu fever in every action, that be¬ 
trays, in spit© of apparent dullness OF-'" 
assumed eaK'* ^ ie f* ei 7> unsatisfied na¬ 
ture within. t00 > are hungry.

Qn Monday in the House of Represen¬ 
tatives a resolution was adopted dec!ar- 
it to be the sense of the House that Con¬ 
gress should not adjourn until measures 
are enacted providing for reform in cur¬ 
rently, transportation and a more econom¬ 
ical administration of the government. 

The Massachusetts people are in earn- 

in testing the power of legislation 
over tho liquor traffic. They have seized 
the stocks of liquors of the most promi¬ 
nent offenders in tho city of Boston. 
Such hotels as the Tremont, Sherman; 
Young’s and the Adams House have been 
visited by the State Police and their 
liquors seized. At the Tremont House 
$3 ,000 worth of wines, ales, whiskies, 
brandies, &c., were taken. At Young’s 
$10,000 worth and at the Sherman House 
$4,000. 

It is stated that the ministry of British 
Columbia tried to force an alteration in 
the terms of the confederation through 
the House. The people demanded the 
question be submitted to them, which 
was refused, and they broke up the sit¬ 
ting. Secession is threatened. 

Twenty-seven members of the new 
Parliament were chosen Feb. 9, making 
a total thus tar elected 536. Of these, 
283 are Conservatives and 253 Liberals 
and Home Rulers. Conservatives have 
been returned for 80 seats occupied by 
Liberals in the last Parliament and Lib¬ 
erals replaced by 28 Conservatives. The 
number of members returned from Ire¬ 
land up to Feb. 10, is 55. These are 
divided as follows ; 31 Home Rulers, 16 
Conservatives and 8 Liberals. 

It is announced that a reconciliation 
has been effected between Disraeli and 
and tho Marquis of Salisbury and tho 
Earl of Carnarver, and that the Marquis 
and Earl have consented to assist Dis¬ 
raeli to form his ministry.

A New Opening to Young Men.— 
A new “profession" lias recently become 
open to young men, and young women, 
wc may say, too, in the business of Pho¬ 
nography, Stenography or “short hand” 
wi-iting, wlxjcli is offering a new field to 
persons of intelligence, quick intellects, 
and sufficient perseverance to enable them 
to mauler it. Scarcely any science is so 
I little understood as this, the popular be¬ 
lief being that it is a very difficult thing 
to learn. On tho other hand it is a sim¬ 
ple thing to learn, but l-equircs the char¬ 
acteristics we have mentioned to ensure 
success. 

At the present time it is one of the gen- 
teol callings not overdone. It is a field 
in which the demand is great and the 
labors few. Good phonographic winters 
are wanted in our courts of law, in all 
large newspaper establishments, in the 
congressional, legislative and parliamen¬ 
tary bodies everywhere. For example, 
two intelligent young gentlemen from Os¬ 
wego, secured situations from the present 
Legislature at fifteen dollars a day, with¬ 
out effort,-—in fact the places sought 
them, not they tho places,—simply be¬ 
cause they were qualified to fill them. 

I while there was a regular scramble for 
places that paid five dollars per day and 
less, and the applicants were at least ton 
for every place to be filled. Another in¬ 
stance is reported to us. A young gen¬ 
tleman, a resident of this city, was seat 
to do the reporting during the Erie rail¬ 
road investigation. It resulted in an 
1 engagemen t us sten ographer for the com¬ 
pany at a salary of five thousand dollars 
per annum. 

We do not wish to encourage any 
young nmn to enter this profession un¬ 
wisely. But wo do say that for an intel¬ 
ligent young man who has the pm sever¬ 
ance to acquire it thoroughly, it presonts 
great attractions. 

By proper diligence wo have known 
young men to become expert stenogra¬ 
phers with no instruction except such as 
j they z-cceivetl from a competent teacher 
by coirespondence by mail. 

While on this subject we will say that 
I Mi*. W. G. Chaffee, a teacher of long ex¬ 
perience, has opened a Phonographic In¬ 
stitute in this city, and that tho most 
| thorough instruction may bo had either 
by mail or by personal application to 
him.— 08W. Times.

Tho youth must bo interest¬ 
ed, and if they cannot bo in one 
place, they will in another. And now 
as to spending our evenings, we think that 
if we had u circulating library stocked 
wirli good book such as Histories, Biog¬ 
raphy, Travels, <fec., and if tho older ones 
tried to make it inteiesting for ixs, some 
of xxs, at lcaat, would be profited. And. 
do the jxeople attend* our debating clubs ’ 
do they take an interest iix them and en- 
ootmvgo us'l We think if they do not wish 
to hear our maiden speeches they might 
at least eixcotirage ua a little. W o have 
done all in our power to have a courae 
of lectures. We were in correspondence 
with and could have had sonxo of tho most 
prominent lecturers in tho country. And j 
as the former lectures have been held in i 
the churches, wo tried to engage the 
several churches of this place for the pur- 
]K>se, but we were told that it littered 
the churches and made too much trouble. 
Next we solicited financial aid, but this 
was given so disparagingly that we were 
obliged to let the matter drop.

■Again wo are called upon £3 & 
tho figures of our A. D., and often we’ 
follow the forco of habit and are com¬ 
pelled to cori’ect a wrong figure from that 
very reason. A new year is bugun, the 
old is past, and gone never to return. 

We have had the warmest weather I 
ever remember having seen in mid-win- 
ter, notwithstanding November was 
the most severe, and good sleighing most 
of the time through tbe month. Com¬ 
paring this winter so far with the last, 
we find we had not less than two months 
hard winter up to this time last year. 
Our ponds, which axe now neaxly freo of 
ice, weiw frozen some 10 or 15 inches 
thick this time last year, and ico gather- 
ing, at least in tho rural disti’icts, had 
all been gone through with by mid¬ 
winter. 

The mean temperature of the month 
of January, 1874, was 24.55°. This has 
been the warmest January, with tlie ex¬ 
ception of 1870, during tbe past 12 
years. 

Averago tempei’ature at 7 a. m., 
22.25°, at 2 p. m, 27.74°, and at 9 p. m., 
23.51°. 

The thermometer rose to 60° on the 
4th ; so mild, heaven seemed “to put on 
the blue of May” in perfection, and 
made one almost think there was a mis¬ 
take as to the season. 

The amount of rain anti melted snow 
that fell was 5.3 inches. More i*ain lias 
fallen within a month than was ever 
known before at this season, and it does 
look as if it was more than wo have 
usually had in a year. Swamps and creeks 
ai-e overflowing. Such an abundance of 
moisture must surely have a good effect 
upon the soil after so many seasons of 
comparative drouth.

A bill 1ms recently been introduced 
into our Legislature favoring compulsory 
education. If the freo school system is 
right in principal, then this bill should 
become a law. The people are now com¬ 
pelled to pay the teachers, the trustees 
are compelled to hire the teachers, and 
the districts are compelled to provide 
suitable accommodations for the scholars. 
This being the case, it appears to us that 
it is perfectly proper and legitimate that 
all parents and guardians .should be com¬ 
pelled to send their children to school, 
and heavy penalties should bo imposed 
upon them if they should refuse to do 
so.

The Tovn of Palorao. 

Mr. Aluion Mason furnishes us with 
the following interesting facts and sta¬ 
tistics concerning tho town of Palermo : 

Palermo was formed from Volney, 
April 4, 1832. It is an interior town a 
little south-west of the center of tho 
county. Its surface is undulating; the 
large swamp in tho east part of the 
town is 1 5 feet above Oneida Lake, and 
the ridges are about 25 feet above the 
swariip. -There are but two streams of 
any size, known as Scott’s and Fish 
Creeks. The soil is generally a sandy 
loam. There are in town 8 saw mills, 3 
shingle and stare factories, 2 grist mills 
and 2 tanneries. 

Palermo post village is situated near 
the center of tho town, and Vermillion 
1 *ost village iu the north-east part. Each 
contains 1 church and about 15 dwellings. 

The first settlement was made in 1806, 
by David Jennings, Simeon Crandall 
and Sylvester Hopkins. Among the 
first settlers were Alvin Walker, Stephen 
Blake and Zadok Hopkins. The first 
birth in town was that of Alvin Walker, 
jr., the first marriage that of Joseph 
Jennings and Sally Chapin, and tbe first 
death that ol Zadok Hopkins, all in 
1811. The first inn was opened in 1816 
by Stephen Blake, and the first saw mill 
was built by Phineas Chapin in 1812. 
The first school was taught by Harriet 
Eason, in tho summer of 1812. The 
first settled preacher was Asaph Graves.

Dear Journal :—“The air bites 
shrewdly, “tis bitter cold” even here in 
New York. How it is with the weath¬ 
er in the country north of here, I do not 
know, but it is generally several degrees 
colder. \Ve have a clear, cold, healthy 
atmosphere, however, and that is one 
comfort, even if it be “cold comfort,” and 
if it would only remain so, wc should in 
time get so used to it that we should not 
mind it. But up to a few days ago the 
weather had been for sometime wet, rainy 
and disagreeable in the extreme, with an 
occasional fall of snow which fell only to 
be trampled down by passing feet and. 
wheels, to mingle with the horrible filth. 
Last evening I st tel led out to see New 
York on runners. To be sure I saw hun¬ 
dreds of gay sleighs, filled with as gay 
people wrapped up in furs, and the horses 
driven by coachmen in full livery, but 
what captivated my eye most was a sleigh 
of the most common kind, filled with gay, 
laughing young girls and young men. 
The girls were not wrapped up in costly 
furs, but wore shawls. The picture thus 
presented carried me back to the long ago 
when we used to go sleigh-riding in the 
country. The streets were literally alive 
with sleighs of all descriptions from the 
thousand dollar sleighs down to the old 
family drag. The bells were ringing all 


tered the building, each one being the 
poxsessor of a ticket of admission. The 
entire building was filled with thesejoyous 

little ones and with children of a larger 
growth from the Girls’ Normal School, 
except the rear seats in the balcony, which 
were occupied by thoroughly intelligent 
adults.

“On the 13th day of March last an act 
was passed authorizing the appointment 
of a Commission to examine into the 
condition of the deaf and dumb, blind 
and feeble minded inhabitants of this 
State. In conformity with the provis¬ 
ions of the act, tha gentlemen composing 
the Commission have reported the whole 
number of such persons, their necessities 
and condition * * *• Gne 

hundred and tWenty-fire of these unfor¬ 
tunates are now maintained and educat¬ 
ed by New Jersey at Institutions out of 
the State at an annual cost of neai’ly 
$40,000. * * * After consult¬ 

ing the best sources of information, the 
Commission concludes that there aro in 
the State over two thousand members of 
these defective classes, of whom about 
s?ven hundred are between the ages of 
eight and twenty-one years, and that 
only abovt one sixth of these helpless 
children aro enjoying educational advan¬ 
tages. * * * The obligation of 

the State to her mute, blind and feeble¬ 
minded children is certainly aa great (if 
not greater— Ed.) as that which she owes 
her other youth. * * It is 

evident that adequate facilities for the 
instruction of so large a number cannot 
be furnished until w.e have institutions 
for the purpose in our State. * * 

New Jersey should be provided with all 
the appliances for the relief and culture 
of her unfortunate children, demanded 
by an advanced state of civilization. 

* * * I recommend that the 

subject be referred to a special joint Com¬ 
mittee of the Legislature.”

the power of this nation. Mr. Welsh said 
that the President of the United States 
is exceedingly anxious to have tho hearts 
of the northern wild Cheyenne and Ara- 
patioes softened, so they may join their 
brethren in the indtyn Territory, and 
there be subjected to the civilizing influ¬ 
ences that can alone fit them to become 
citizens of the United States. Mr. Welsh 
addressed the pupils of the public schools, 
saying that he was very happy to bring 
the Indians before them, as he felt sure 
the Red Men would be favorably impress¬ 
ed jyifh the intelligence and good order 
of children who mainly represent the 
working class of our city. 

Mr. Welsh- saiiLlhaLthe I ndians wi-j-o 
a reverent people. Often, in commencing 
a council, the chief would lift his pipe 
adoringly toward heaven, invoking the 
ai4 of the Great Spirit thaf all might 
speak the words of truth and love, and 
then would bend toward* lfis mother, the 
earth, that she might witness to the 
truth spoken, afterwai’ds passing the pipe 
of Peace to all who were to be partakers 
in the council. General J. E. Smith, of 
Fort Laramie, in charge of the Northern 
Delegation, gave a brief account of the 
Indians in Wyoming Territory, claiming 
for civilizing influences, and ‘ expressing 
his confidence in a favorable result if prop¬ 
er efforts are made. Mr. Chapin briefly 
explainsd to them through an interpreter 
the inode of instructing the blind, first by 
training them in sensitiveness of touch 
au4 cjejieacy of hearing. Mr. Chapin’s 
assistant aiso gave explanations of men¬ 
tal and mechanical instructions, showing 
that the pupils were prepared to maintain 
themselves although deprived of sight. 
Beautifully made brushes and bead-work 
tastefully wrought by the blind wei’e 
freely given to the Indians to enable them 
to testify to their incredulous brethren 
what can be done by those who are de¬ 
prived of sight. The orchestra from the 
Institution for the Blind accompanied the 
voices of some of theft- trained singers in 
the anvil chorus, and in the American 
Hymn a large number of pupils of the 
public schools joining in the chorus of 
the latter with fine effect. The children

near neighbor to New York,; yet, though 
the Empire State has for more than half 
u. century maintained an institution for 
the instruction of her deaf, her sister 
-state has been very slow' in imitating her 
■example. But for many years past, it 
was, perhaps, just as well. Other States 
could educate New Jersey’s deaf-mutes, 
and educate them well. They ca» re¬ 
ceive her pupils now, and accomplish the 
work of their education better than they 
could years ago, but they can see little 
reason why they should do it. New 
Jersey should do her own work. She is 
not poor. She is able. There is at the 
present day-hardly a state in the Union 
that has not her own institution for the 
deaf and dumb; and New Jersey should 
be up with the times. She should fol¬ 
low, as her Governor says, “an advanced 
state of civilization,” and when her posi¬ 
tion and the number of her deaf and 
dumb are taken into .account as well as 
many other things, there certainly exists 
no good reason why she should not estab¬ 
lish an institution of her own. 

But while her Legislature may be apt 
to forget her past history, and to refrain 
from considering the effect of the com¬ 
parison between her and other and much 
younger States, they can hardly dis¬ 
regard the financial aspect of the case. 
Here they find her expending forty 
thousand dollars a year for purposes of 
education in other States. Here they 
find her taking away forty thousand dol¬ 
lars per annum of her own capital and 
adding it to the capital of other States; 
and, if we add the subject of territorial 
pride, they find her entirely dependent 
on sister States for the education of her 
deaf and dumb. 

In this connection it may not be out 
of place to say that we have observed 
with fraternal pride the efforts of deaf- 
mute graduates of the New York Insti¬ 
tution, kindly aided by the local press, 
to bring about the establishment of an 
institution for the deaf in New Jersey. 
She needs the institution. She should 
and can have it, and we earnestly hope 
she will.— Eds. 1
